Itis not very, creditabje to the 
administration of justice in our criminal 
courts that the liberty of the; subject, with 
allthe inevitable attendant degredation.and 
suffering’ of a conviction, should’ rest on 
such a fickle ‘and unreliable test as the 
casting vote of a single: man, and without 
any right of appeal. That all Hongkong 
jurors are not blessed with the wisdom 
and judgment of Soromon we have good 
‘grounds for knowing, and there is. only 
too much reason to fear that the list of 
totally guiltless persons now doing penance 
in Victoria Gaol Is not limited to the two 
members of the ‘staff, of this journal. 
The peculiar prejudices of the average 
Hongkong citizen are notorious. Almost
